I  submit  for  your  information  and  consideration  my 
seventeenth  Annual  Report  on  the  health  and  sanitary  circumstances 
of  your  District. 


NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  : 

The  Rural  District  of  Ringwood  and  Fordingbridge  lies  in 
the  south  west  corner  of  the  County  of  Hampshire,  separated  from 
the  sea  by  the  Boroughs  of  Christchurch  and  Bournemouth.  The 
District  is  traversed  from  North  to  South  by  the  River  Avon  which 
runs  through  a  fertile  valley,  on  either  side  of  which  lie  the  heath- 
lands  of  Dorset  and  the  New  Forest.  To  the  North  are  chalk  downs, 
extending  into  Wiltshire. 

With  an  area  of  90.145  acres  the  District  is  the  third  largest 
in  the  County  but,  with  a  density  of  population  of  only  0.3  persons 
per  acre,  one  of  the  most  sparsely  populated.  The  population  has 
however  risen  steadily  since  the  District  was  formed  in  1932,  by 
52%  since  1932  but  by  nearly  40%  since  1946.  In  these  post  war 
years  the  increase  has  been  almost  entirely  by  immigration. 

Farming  is  the  major  industry  but  there  has  been  a  remark¬ 
able  growth  of  light  industry  in  the  main  towns  and  there  is  a  vast 
aircraft  factory  at  Hurn.  Because  of  its  favoured  position,  close  to 
the  sea  and  the  New  Forest,  the  District  is  increasingly  popular 
with  retired  people.

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CENSUS  1961  : 

Some  of  the  preliminary  Census  figures  were  available  for 
last  year’s  Annual  Report  and  were  reproduced  therein,  notably 
the  parish  populations  and  the  density  of  occupation  in  private 
dwellings.  Since  then  the  complete  County  Report  has  been  published 
and  is  a  fascinating  study. 

The  following  details  have  been  extracted  from  the  Census 
Report  and  some  interesting  percentages  have  been  calculated  : — 

Between  1951  and  1961  our  population  increased  by  3,098  to 
27,033,  an  increase  of  12.9%.  This  compares  with  an  increase  in  the 
Administrative  County  of  21%  and  in  Rural  Districts  of  14.3%.  Our 
increase  was  entirely  by  immigration,  the  largest  being  in  the  parish 
of  Ringwood  closely  followed  by  St.  Leonards  and  St.  Ives  where 
the  population  almost  doubled. 

An  indication  of  our  ageing  population  is  shown  in  that  38.6% 
were  over  the  age  of  50  at  the  time  of  the  Census  compared  with 
29.2%  in  the  Administrative  County;  17.9%  were  over  the  age  r.f 
65  compared  with  12.2%  in  the  Administrative  County.  There  were 
17  males  and  77  females  over  the  age  of  90.  3,702  persons  of  pen¬ 
sionable  age  were  living  in  one  and  two  person  households. 

28.4%  of  the  population  was  under  the  age  of  20  compared 
i  with  32.8%  in  the  Administrative  County,  but  the  largest  single  age 
i  group  was  that  of  those  aged  10  to  14  closely  followed  by  those 
aged  0  to  4. 

There  were  1,106  females  for  every  1,000  males. 

In  the  tables  relating  to  households,  it  is  shown  that  there 
I  are  now  2.85  persons  per  household  which  compares  with  a  County 
j  average  of  3.09  in  Rural  Districts  and  3.05  in  the  Administrative 
County  as  a  whole.  In  1951  our  figure  was  3.12  per  household.  Among 
;  permanent  dwellings  212 — 2.5%,  are  shown  to  be  without  a  cold 
j  water  tap,  1,649 — 19.6%,  without  a  hot  water  tap,  1,500 — 17.8%, 
|  without  a  fixed  bath,  and  1,233 — 14.6%  without  a  water  closet.  How- 
5  ever,  77.2%  of  unshared  permanent  dwellings  have  all  four  arrange¬ 
ments.  These  figures  show  a  marked  improvement  on  the  position  at 
;  the  time  of  the  1951  Census.

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NOTIFIABLE  DISEASE  : 

A  considerable  number  of  Measles  occurred  with  a  curious 
biphasic  distribution.  In  the  first  four  months  of  the  year  there  was 
an  outbreak  principally  in  the  Ringwood  area,  then  after  a  lull  of 
nearly  three  months  it  broke  out  again,  this  time  in  the  Fording- 
bridge  area  and  continued  there  until  the  end  of  the  year. 

Notifications  of  other  infections  were  at  a  very  low  level.

FOOD  POISONING  : 

A  family  outbreak  of  what  appeared  to  be  Food  Poisoning 
occurred  in  the  Fordingbridge  area.  No  bacteriological  confirmation 
was  obtained. 

LUNG  CANCER : 

The  number  of  deaths  from  lung  cancer  increased  slightly  to 
13,  of  whom  7  were  under  the  age  of  65-  114  people  in  the  District 
have  died  in  the  past  ten  years  from  this  largely  avoidable  disease. 
The  national  death  rate  rises  annually  with  remorseless  regularity 
and  the  age  at  death  is  tending  to  fall.  24,422  people  died  in  England 
and  Wales  during  1963  from  this  cause.  The  evidence  incriminating 
cigarettes  continues  to  accumulate,  the  latest  being  the  massive 
report  of  the  Advisory  Committee  to  the  Surgeon  General  of  the 
United  States  Public  Health  Service.  The  report  concludes  that 
“  cigarette  smoking  is  casually  related  to  lung  cancer  in  men;  the 
magnitude  of  the  effect  of  cigarette  smoking  far  outweighs  all  other 
factors  ”. 

The  apparent  indifference  of  smokers  to  this  kind  of  evidence 
is  a  constant  source  of  astonishment  to  me  and  seems  to  show  that 
the  powerful  effect  of  tobacco  habituation  overrides  all  reason  and 
prudence.  The  more  so  therefore,  should  we  concentrate  our  efforts 
on  placing  the  facts  before  the  young,  and  on  endeavouring  to 
discourage  them  from  acquiring  this  lethal  addiction. 
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FLUORIDATION  OF  WATER  SUPPLIES  : 

This  public  health  measure,  designed  to  improve  the  teeth  of 
the  rising  generation  and  cordially  recommended  by  the  Ministry  of 
Health,  was  considered  by  the  Council.  After  discussion  it  was 
decided  to  defer  further  consideration  until  a  decision  had  been 
reached  by  a  major  authority,  the  London  Metropolitan  Water 
Board. 

GENERAL  PROVISIONS  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 
IN  THE  AREA 

1.  LABORATORY  FACILITIES  : 

The  area  is  served  by  two  constituent  laboratories  of  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory  Service.  The  one  at  Boscombe  is  under 
the  direction  of  Dr.  G.  J.  G.  King,  and  that  at  Salisbury  under  Dr. 
P.  J.  Wormald.  In  each  case  the  Direciors  are  available  as  consul¬ 
tants  in  field  work,  in  the  District.  The  following  list,  kindly  sup¬ 
plied  by  Dr.  King,  is  of  specimens  from  this  district  examined  at 
the  Boscombe  Laboratory.

The  clinic  facilities  for  the  treatment,  prevention  and  after¬ 
care  of  this  infection  are  provided  jointly  by  the  Regional  Hospital 
Board  and  the  County  Council.  Chest  Physicians  hold  joint  ap¬ 
pointments  and  specialist  health  visitors  are  provided  by  the 
County  Council.  Cases  south  of  Fordingbridge  come  under  the 
Chest  Physician  at  Christchurch,  Dr.  Stuart  Robertson,  and  those 
in  the  northern  part  of  the  area  under  Dr.  J.  S.  Harper,  Chest 
Physician  at  Salisbury.

5.  SCHOOL  HEALTH  SERVICES  : 


School  medical  inspections  are  carried  out  periodically  by 
Assistant  County  Medical  Officers  and  Health  Visitors. 

Special  clinics  are  held  at  the  County  Council  Health  Centre, 
Christchurch,  and  at  the  County  Council  Dental  Clinic  in  Ringwood. 

6.  SMALLPOX  VACCINATION  : 

This  is  carried  out  free  of  charge  by  family  doctors  and  at 
Child  Welfare  Clinics.  The  records  are  maintained  by  the  County 
Medical  Officer.  Family  doctors  may,  and  normally  do,  charge  foi 
certificates  of  vaccination. 

74  primary  vaccinations  and  48  re-vaccinations  were  re¬ 
ported.  These  figures  are  extremely  low  but  to  some  extent  they 
reflect  a  reaction  to  the  mass  vaccinations  of  the  previous  year 
when  there  was  a  smallpox  scare.  They  are  also  affected  by  a  change 
in  the  timing  of  primary  vaccination  in  babies;  formerly  this  was 
normally  done  at  three  to  six  months,  now  it  is  recommended  that  it 
should  be  done  in  the  second  year. 

7.  IMMUNISATION  AGAINST  DIPHTHERIA, 

WHOOPING  COUGH  AND  TETANUS  : 


The  scheme  is  administered  locally  and  the  records  main¬ 
tained  by  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  on  behalf  of  the  County 
Medical  Officer.  Treatment  is  carried  out  by  family  doctors  and, 
at  Child  Welfare  Centres  and  schools,  by  Assistant  County  Medical 
Officers. 


There  was  a  substantial  rise  in  the  number  of  primary 
immunisations  as  compared  with  the  previous  year  though  the 
figures  are  still  inaccurate  because  of  incomplete  reporting  by 
certain  family  doctors.

WATER  SUPPLIES  : 


The  District  is  supplied  with  water  from  the  mains  of  tht. 
West  Hampshire  Water  Company  whose  principal  works  are  in  the 
Borough  of  Christchurch,  where  the  supply  is  taken  from  the  River 
Avon.  In  1957  the  Company  developed  an  additional  source  from 
deep  boreholes  in  the  chalk  at  Hale  Park  and  this  now  supplies 
most  of  this  District.  The  borehole  water  is  subjected  to  marginal 
chlorination  and  is  treated  to  remove  excess  dissolved  carbon  dioxide 
and  iron. 

Raw  and  treated  waters  from  the  Hale  bores  are  examined 
twice  a  week  at  the  Company’s  own  water  testing  laboratory  which 
is  in  charge  of  a  qualified  chemist  and  bacteriologist.  In  addition, 
periodic  samples  are  sent  to  an  outside  laboratory. 

In  the  Breamore  area  there  are  still  a  few  houses  not  con¬ 
nected  to  the  available  public  supply. 

During  the  year  22  samples  of  water  were  taken  from  sources 
of  supply  other  than  the  mains;  10  of  these  were  found  to  be 
unsatisfactory.

This  sample  is  clear  and  bright  in  appearance,  has  a  reaction 
on  the  alkaline  side  of  neutrality  and  is  free  from  metals  apart  from 
a  very  minute  trace  of  iron.  The  water  is  hard  in  character  but  its 
hardness  and  its  content  of  mineral  and  saline  constituents  in 
solution  are  not  excessive.  It  conforms  to  the  highest  standard  of 
organic  quality  and  is  also  of  very  satisfactory  bacterial  purity. 

These  are  satisfactory  results  and  the  water  is  considered  pure 
and  wholesome  in  character  and  suitable  for  public  supply  purposes.

SEWAGE  DISPOSAL  : 

The  Ringwood  Sewage  Works  are  unchanged  and  the  usual 
difficulties  have  been  experienced  in  the  disposal  of  the  settled 
effluent.  However,  at  the  time  of  writing  work  has  commenced  on 
their  reconstruction  and  the  laying  of  the  extensions  to  the  Ring- 
wood  sewers  is  well  advanced. 

The  scheme  for  the  sewerage  of  Bransgore  and  Thorney  Hill 
is  still  in  the  course  of  preparation. 

The  difficulties  over  the  pumping  station  sites  for  the  Burley 
scheme  have  been  resolved  and  preparation  of  the  scheme  is  pro¬ 
ceeding. 

Preparation  of  the  St.  Leonards  and  St.  Ives  scheme  has  been 
completed  and  at  the  time  of  writing  it  is  in  the  hands  of  the 
Ministry. 

MILK  AND  DAIRIES  : 

Milk  production  in  the  area  is  supervised  by  officials  of  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food.  Retail  Distribution  is 
supervised  by  officers  of  this  Council. 

There  is  now  no  pasteurising  plant  within  the  District.

SAMPLING  OF  FOOD  AND  DRUGS  : 


The  County  Council  is  the  sampling  authority  and  the  fol¬ 
lowing  report  on  sampling  within  this  District  has  been  kindly  sup¬ 
plied  by  Mr.  J.  S.  Preston.  Chief  Sampling  Officer  : — 

During  the  year  ended  31st  March,  1964,  193  samples  were 
procured  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955,  within  the  Rural 
District  of  Ringwood  and  Fordingbridge. 

Milk  Samples — 

91  samples  of  milk  were  obtained  and  were  generally  satisfac¬ 
tory  and  of  good  average  quality.  Only  four  samples  were  adversely 
reported  upon,  all  being  on  account  of  fat  deficiencies  and  no 
instance  of  added  water  occurred;  furthermore,  only  one  of  the 
unsatisfactory  samples  affected  a  direct  supply  to  the  public,  the 
remainder  being  from  separate  churns  included  in  larger  consign¬ 
ments  to  wholesale  dairies,  at  which  the  milk  was  being  processed 
and  bottled  and,  in  each  consignment,  the  average  fat  content  of  the 
whole  of  the  milk  was  free  from  complaint.  The  discrepancy  in  the 
“  retail  ”  sample  appeared  to  have  been  caused  by  insufficient  mixing 
of  the  milk  but  the  deficiency  was  not  serious  enough  to  warrant 
further  action,  although  the  matter  was  taken  up  with  the  producer- 
retailer  concerned  and  a  subsequent  check  proved  satisfactory.  The 
other  samples,  having  regard  to  the  satisfactory  average  fat  content, 
did  not  call  for  further  attention. 
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Miscellaneous  Samples — • 

102  samples  of  articles  other  than  milk  were  obtained,  19 
being  the  subject  of  complaint. 

A  sample  of  milk  bread  was  found  to  contain  a  smaller 
proportion  of  milk  solids  than  was  considered  appropriate,  the 
amount  present  being  3.6  per  cent.  No  official  standard  for  milk 
bread  is  in  operation  but  new  regulations  will  come  into  force  in 
September  of  this  year  and  these  will  require  the  presence  of  not 
less  than  6  per  cent  of  milk  solids.  These  regulations  should  remove 
the  doubt  which  has  affected  this  type  of  product  for  some  years  and 
make  the  position  more  satisfactory  for  all  concerned. 

A  sample  of  Lemon  Filling  was  found  to  conform  to  the  stated 
ingredients,  including  the  presence  of  fresh  lemons,  but  reference 
was  made  on  the  label  to  an  additional  substance  which  was  des¬ 
cribed  as  “  L.49  ”.  This  term  appeared  to  have  no  significance  to 
anyone  other  than  perhaps  to  the  manufacturer  and  the  matter  has 
been  referred  to  the  packer  with  a  view  to  ensuring  an  appropriate 
declaration  of  this  ingredient. 

The  remaining  17  unsatisfactory  samples  under  this  heading, 
concerned  informal  and  formal  samples  of  gin  (13)  and  whisky  (4), 
which  were  found  to  contain  varying  amounts  of  excess  water  (1.1 
per  cent  to  7.5  per  cent)  these  amounts  being  calculated  on  the 
declared  strength  of  “70°  Proof  ”  marked  on  the  bottles  from  which 
the  articles  were  served.  Legal  proceedings  were  taken  against  one 
licensee  and  these  resulted  in  a  fine  of  £3  being  imposed,  together 
with  £9  15s.  Od.  costs.  Warnings  were  given  to  two  other  vendors  in 
respect  of  less  serious  discrepancies  and,  in  three  other  cases,  the 
formal  samples  which  were  taken  following  the  unsatisfactory 
indication  of  earlier  informal  checks,  were  satisfactory. 

General — 

During  routine  visits  to  traders,  attention  was  given  to  the 
provisions  of  the  Labelling  of  Food  Order  and  the  Pharmacy  and 
Medicines  Act,  with  regard  to  the  application  to  the  labelling  and 
description  of  food  and  drugs. 

FOOD  AND  FOOD  PREMISES  : 

The  systematic  survey  of  food  premises  has  proceeded  slowly 
and  the  majority  have  now  been  dealt  with.  Four  were  inspected 
initially  and  149  were  reinspected.  In  general  the  state  of  our  food 
premises  can  be  considered  to  be  satisfactory. 

HOUSING  : 

26  Council  Houses  were  completed  during  the  year  and  the 
waiting  list  has  been  retained  at  the  previous  year’s  level. 

Private  construction  again  fell  but  was  still  a  very  substantial

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GYPSY  CAMPS  : 

There  has  been  no  material  change  in  the  Camps  in  the 
District. 

The  County  Council  has,  however,  commenced  the  con¬ 
struction  of  a  rehabilitation  centre  for  gipsies  at  Thorney  Hill  on  a 
site  adjoining  the  existing  Compound.  The  site  will  provide  accom¬ 
modation  for  twelve  families  together  with  staff  quarters.  The  aim 
is  to  educate  our  indigenous  gipsies  up  to  a  standard  suitable  for 
normal  Council  housing,  and  this  Council  has  agreed  to  give  families 
who  attain  a  good  standard  reasonable  priority  for  rehousing. 

Initial  planning  permission  is  for  five  years  and  the  outcome 
of  this  pioneer  venture  by  the  County  Welfare  Department  is  viewed 
with  great  interest. 


PROBLEM  FAMILIES  MEETINGS  : 

Four  further  meetings  of  officials,  voluntary  workers,  and 
Councillors  concerned  with,  or  interested  in,  certain  difficult  families 
were  held  under  my  Chairmanship.  Many  of  the  same  names  remain¬ 
ed  on  the  list  of  families  and  few  new  ones  appeared;  in  general  the 
slow  but  steady  improvement  noted  in  the  past  has  been  maintained. 
The  meetings  continue  to  serve  a  useful  purpose  in  bringing  together 
workers  from  different  spheres  interested  in  a  common  problem. 


NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948  :  SECTION  47  : 

Two  old  men  were  considered  for  action  during  the  year.  In 
one  case  it  was  possible  to  persuade  the  man  to  enter  hospital  vol¬ 
untarily  and  in  the  other  the  conditions  were  not  felt  to  be  such  as 
to  warrant  compulsory  removal. 


HURN  AIRPORT  : 

The  passenger  use  of  the  airport  has  tended  to  decrease  with 
a  decline  in  the  number  of  charter  flights,  and  the  car  ferry  service 
is  likely  to  be  affected  by  the  new  sea  car  ferry  services  with  their 
purpose  built  ships. 

The  Airport  remains  in  use  for  flight  testing,  flying  training 
and  air  traffic  control  instruction.  The  Air  Traffic  Control  School 
is  now  installed  in  its  new  building.  Few  diversions  now  reach  the 
Airport  and  indeed  the  Airport  is  not  suitable  for  some  of  the  very 
large  aircraft  now  in  service. 

Dr.  J.  Cauchi  and  myself  remain  on  call  for  emergency  port 
medical  duties  including  the  medical  inspection  of  aliens  and  com¬ 
monwealth  immigrants.  Dr.  T.  J.  Barnett  is  now  very  fully  com¬ 
mitted  elsewhere  but  has  agreed  to  be  available  in  extreme 
emergency. 
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PUBLIC  SWIMMING  BATHS  : 

The  only  public  swimming  bath  in  the  District  is  the  open 
air  pool  at  Ringwood  which  is  run  by  the  Parish  Council  and  which 
was  fully  described  in  the  1959  report.  The  water  is  drawn  from  the 
mains  and  is  continuously  circulated,  filtered  and  chlorinated. 

11  samples  from  the  pool  were  subjected  to  laboratory 
examination  with  satisfactory  results  on  each  occasion. 


GENERAL  REMARKS : 

The  health  of  the  District  was  satisfactory  throughout  the 

year. 


This  was  a  “  Measles  year  ”  with  the  usual  spate  of  cases. 
There  were  few  other  cases  of  notifiable  disease. 

The  estimated  mid-year  population  rose  to  28,030,  an  increase 
of  650  on  the  previous  year.  Deaths  exceeded  births  by  3  and  the 
increase  was  therefore  again  entirely  by  immigration. 

The  birth  rate  increased  and  was  the  highest  recorded  since 

1953. 


The  infant  mortality  rate  fell  to  below  the  national  figure, 
itself  at  a  record  low  level. 

The  number  of  deaths  in  both  sexes  was  identical  to  the 
previous  year  but  because  of  the  rise  in  population  the  death  rate 
fell. 


Continued  progress  was  made  with  slum  clearance. 

The  various  schemes  for  the  sewerage  of  urbanised  areas  are 
proceeding  in  their  several  ways. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  again  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Council  for  their  kindness  and  consideration,  my  col¬ 
leagues  in  other  departments  for  their  advice  and  assistance,  and 
in  particular  Mr.  Upstone  and  his  Staff  for  their  pleasant  co¬ 
operation.

HOUSING 

SLUM  CLEARANCE . 


The  survey  of  houses  unfit  for  human  habitation  proceeded 
throughout  the  year.  A  total  of  123  houses  was  inspected  and  reports 
made  to  the  Housing  Committee  in  respect  of  28  houses  unfit  for 
human  habitation  and  not  capable  of  being  made  fit  at  reasonable 
expense.  15  unfit  dwellings  were  demolished,  and  42  unfit  dwellings 
made  fit  as  a  result  of  informal  action.

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IMPROVEMENTS  AND  CONVERSIONS  : 


The  making  of  Discretionary  Grants,  discontinued  in  Septem¬ 
ber  1961  because  of  the  general  economic  situation  was  renewed  in 
January  1963. 

Ninety-eight  preliminary  enquiries  were  received  during  the 
year,  sixty  in  respect  of  Discretionary  Grants  and  thirty-eight  in 
respect  of  Standard  Grants. 

Twenty  applications  for  Discretionary  Grants  were  approved 
for  twenty-eight  units  of  accommodation,  four  for  owner-occupation 
and  twenty-four  for  tenanted  properties,  the  total  amount  approved 
being  £8,776.  One  application  was  refused. 

The  Building  Byelaws  Committee  considered,  as  a  matter  of 
policy,  cases  in  which  the  Council  had  made  Grants  for  the  improve¬ 
ment  of  dwellings  which  were  being  used  solely  as  weekend  accom¬ 
modation,  and  decided  that  there  appeared  to  be  no  breach  of  the 
conditions  attached  to  the  Grant  in  such  cases. 

Thirty-five  applications  for  Standard  Grants  were  approved, 
the  total  possible  maximum  Grant  involved  being  £4,615.

The  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  agreed,  after 
hearing  Counsel’s  Opinion  obtained  by  the  Rural  District  Councils’ 
Association,  to  amend  legislation  to  ensure  that  the  provision  of 
an  appliance  which  combined  water  heating  with  cooking  facilities 
and/or  central  heating  could  be  admitted  as  ranking  for  Grant 
providing  the  actual  cost  of  the  appliance  could  be  apportioned. 

At  the  31st  December  1963  the  total  amount  paid  in  Dis¬ 
cretionary  Grants,  allowing  for  Grants  withdrawn  or  repaid,  amount¬ 
ed  to  £68,865,  the  total  amount  approved  by  the  Council  being 
£76,467.  The  total  amount  paid  in  respect  of  Standard  Grants, 
allowing  for  Grants  withdrawn  or  repaid,  amounted  to  £13.836,  and 
the  total  amount  approved  £25,224. 

One  hundred  and  fifty-three  visits  and  inspections  were  made 
in  respect  of  Discretionary  Grants,  and  one  hundred  and  eighty- 
seven  in  respect  of  Standard  Grants.

The  Council  agreed  to  institute  proceedings  against  the  occu¬ 
pier  of  a  site  for  numerous  contraventions  of  the  conditions  of  the 
site  licence.  The  occupier,  however,  left  the  site  and  the  district 
and  it  proved  impossible  to  locate  his  whereabouts  ;  subsequently 
a  Committee  was  formed  by  the  caravan  occupiers  to  deal  with  the 
problems  affecting  the  site,  and  having  regard  to  the  position  the 
Council  eventually  decided  to  defer  proceedings. 

Negotiations  for  the  purchase  of  six  acres  of  land  in  Ringwood 
for  use  as  a  municipal  caravan  site  were  completed  ;  planning  con¬ 
sent  was  granted  after  a  Local  Inquiry  by  the  Ministry.  The  site 
will  cater  for  caravans  at  present  on  sites  subject  to  Enforcement 
Notices  or  with  temporary  planning  permission  only.  Sketch  layout 
plans  have  been  approved  by  a  Sub-committee  of  the  Housing  Com¬ 
mittee  making  provision  for  98  caravans,  a  laundry  and  toilet  block, 
individual  water  closets  for  each  standing  incorporated  in  brick¬ 
work  storage  sheds,  shop  with  compound  for  storing  Calor  gas, 
office,  vehicle  parking  areas  and  childrens’  play  area. 

During  the  year  works  of  fencing  and  the  provision  of  water 
standpipes  and  sanitary  accommodation  were  carried  out  at  the 
Council’s  caravan  site  at  Godshill,  Fordingbridge.  This  is  restricted 
for  the  use  of  gypsies,  travellers  and  the  like  and  will  accommodate 
twelve  families.  One  of  the  occupants  has  operated  a  firewood 
business  from  the  site  for  a  number  of  years  and  the  Committee 
agreed  that  an  application  be  made  for  renewal  of  planning  consent 
for  this  business- 
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Plans  and  details  of  the  proposed  caravan  and  camping  site 
at  Holmsley  for  200  caravans  and  100  tents  were  submitted  by  the 
Forestry  Commission.  The  Commission  requested  the  Council  to  con¬ 
sider  sharing  the  cost  of  providing  the  facilities  for  this  site  and 
participating  in  its  operation,  but  the  Council  felt  that  as  the  camp¬ 
ing  site  was  primarily  being  established  to  solve  the  special  caravan 
and  camping  problems  in  the  New  Forest  the  facilities  should  be 
provided  and  the  site  operated  by  the  Commission. 

Seven  hundred  and  twenty-three  visits  and  inspections  were 

made. 


PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACT.  1936,  SECTION  269. 

A  licence  was  granted  for  land  to  be  used  as  a  site  for  up 
to  30  tents,  following  the  granting  of  planning  consent. 

Sites  for  camping  cannot  be  controlled  under  this  section 
if  used  for  less  than  42  consecutive  days  or  less  than  60  da^s 
in  any  one  year. 


GYPSY  CAMPS  : 

Meetings  were  held  with  representatives  of  the  County  Coun¬ 
cil  respecting  their  proposal  to  construct  a  Rehabilitation  Centre 
for  gypsies  at  Thorneyhill  comprising  6  prefabricated  bungalows 
and  6  caravans,  together  with  2  staff  bungalows,  to  house  and  train 
the  twelve  families  living  on  the  Thorneyhill  Compound,  together 
with  two  other  f  imilies  elsewhere  in  the  d's  rict.  It  is  antic:pated  that 
these  families  can  be  dealt  with  in  the  Rehabilitation  Centre  within 
a  period  of  five  years,  and  that  after  varying  periods  in  the  Centre 
families  would  be  fit  for  the  tenancy  of  normal  houses,  one  half  of 
the  estimated  number  being  ready  for  re-housing  within  a  period 
of  two  years.  The  Housing  Committee  agreed  to  give  “reasonable 
priority”  to  the  acceptance  of  these  families  after  such  training  as 
Council  house  tenants.  Plans  and  details  of  the  scheme  were 
approved  and  after  overcoming  objections  from  local  residents  a 
site  was  agreed  on  Forestry  Commission  land,  adjacent  to  the  present 
Compound,  and  work  commenced  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Fourteen  inspections  of  sites  were  made  during  the  year.

Twenty-two  samples  of  water  were  collected  for  bacterio¬ 
logical  examination. 

No  Statutory  action  proved  necessary. 

A  scheme  for  the  extension  of  the  main  supply  to  serve  five 
properties  at  Harbridge,  estimated  to  cost  £2,000,  was  considered. 
The  County  Council  would  only  agree  to  make  a  Grant  if  contri¬ 
butions  were  obtained  from  the  property  owners,  but  as  these  con¬ 
tributions  were  not  forthcoming  the  scheme  was  not  proceeded  with.

Under  the  provisions  of  the  Slaughter  of  Animals  Act  1933 
and  the  Amendment  Act  1954,  five  licences  were  issued  to  slaughter¬ 
men.  One  knacker’s  yard  licence  was  renewed. 

Two  visits  and  inspections  were  made. 

FOOD  AND  DRUGS  : 

Twelve  complaints  were  investigated  with  a  view  to  prosecu¬ 
tion  under  Section  2  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  1955.  After  careful 
consideration  of  the  following  nine,  the  Council  decided  not  to

In  connection  with  the  enforcement  of  Section  2,  the  County 
Council  requested  that  in  any  case  where  the  District  Council  were 
disposed  not  to  institute  proceedings  they  would,  rather  than  make 
a  decision  to  this  effect,  refer  the  matter  to  the  County  Council. 
The  Public  Health  and  General  Purposes  Committee,  however,  re¬ 
solved  that  no  change  should  be  made  in  the  present  system. 
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FOOD  HYGIENE  : 

Four  premises  were  initially  inspected  and  one  hundred  and 
forty-nine  premises  re-inspected  under  the  Food  Hygiene  Regu¬ 
lations.

MILK  (SPECIAL  DESIGNATION)  REGULATIONS,  1960  : 

The  Council  exercised  the  functions  of  the  County  Council 
in  connection  with  the  issue  of  licences  to  dealers  to  use  the  special 
designations  “tuberculin  tested”,  “pasteurised”  and  “sterilised”. 
These  Regulations  will  be  revoked  by  the  Milk  (Special  Designation) 
Regulations  1963  in  October  1964. 

Samples  of  milk  are  taken  and  submitted  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  for  biological  examination,  phosphatose,  methylene  blue 
and  turbidity  tests. 

Monthly  returns  of  the  results  are  submitted  to  the  Ministry 
of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food.

The  Workable  Area  Committee  meets  annually  for  the  dis¬ 
cussion  of  rodent  control  problems  and  pests  generally.  The  area 
covered  by  the  Committee  consists  of  the  districts  of  Bournemouth 
County  Borough,  Christchurch  Borough,  Lymington  Borough,  New 
Forest  Rural  District  and  Ringwood  and  Fordingbridge  Rural 
District. 

ANIMAL  BOARDING  ESTABLISHMENTS  ACT,  1963  : 

This  Act  came  into  operation  on  the  1st  January  1964,  and 
prohibits  the  keeping  of  boarding  establishments  for  cats  or  dogs 
except  under  the  authority  of  a  licence  granted  by  a  Local  Author¬ 
ity,  for  which  a  fee  not  exceeding  10/-  per  annum  may  be  charged. 

The  purpose  of  the  Act  is  to  secure  that  all  animals  are 
housed  in  accommodation  suitable  as  regards  construction,  size, 
temperature,  ventilation  and  cleanliness,  that  they  are  supplied 
with  food  and  drink,  bedding  material  and  exercise,  that  all  reason¬ 
able  precautions  are  taken  to  control  and  prevent  the  spread  of 
disease,  and  that  appropriate  steps  are  taken  for  the  protection  of 
the  animals  in  case  of  fire  or  other  emergency.  The  Act  applies  only 
to  cats  and  dogs. 

Eleven  visits  and  inspections  were  made. 

REMOVAL  OF  VEHICLES  (ENGLAND  AND  WALES) 
REGULATIONS,  1961  : 

Under  these  Regulations  the  Council  are  empowered  '  o 
secure  the  removal  of  any  vehicle  which  appears  to  have  been 
abandoned  from  any  road  but  not  from  privately  owned  land.  Any 
vehicle  removed  by  the  Council  may  be  sold  or  scrapped  if  the 
owner  cannot  be  traced  or,  if  known,  fails  to  remove  it.  The  cost 
incurred  by  the  Council  in  removing  and  disposing  of  a  vehicle 
may  be  recovered  from  any  known  owner. 
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It  was  agreed  to  accept  the  County  Council’s  offer  to  remove 
and  store  abandoned  vehicles  from  the  highway,  pending  the  taking 
by  this  Council  of  all  action  required  before  disposal  could  be 
effected.  It  is  essential  to  remove  vehicles  from  the  highway  as  soon 
as  possible  after  it  has  been  established  that  they  are  abandoned 
otherwise  most  moveable  parts  are  quickly  stolen. 

Four  vehicles  were  found  abandoned  in  the  District  and  action 
was  taken  under  the  Regulations  to  secure  their  removal. 

Eleven  visits  and  inspections  were  made. 

OFFICES,  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT,  1963  . 

This  Act  makes  provision  for  the  safety,  health  and  welfare 
of  persons  employed  in  such  premises  and  certain  Sections  of  the 
Act  including  the  requirement  to  register  premises  came  into  force 
on  the  1st  May  1964,  with  most  of  the  main  provisions  operating 
from  the  1st  August  1964.  Premises  must  be  registered  between 
the  1st  May  and  31st  July  1964.

SEWERAGE  : 

The  prolonged  spell  of  severe  weather  during  the  first  three 
months  of  the  year,  with  temperatures  falling  as  low  as  minus  ten 
degrees  Centigrade  (14  degrees  Fahrenheit)  resulted  in  the  freezing- 
up  of  sewage  plants,  including  filter  beds,  distributors  and  humus 
tanks.  Daily  de-freezing  was  necessary  to  keep  the  plants  in  opera¬ 
tion.  The  prolonged  spell  of  frosty  weather  damaged  the  gas  holder 
at  Ringwood  necessitating  drainage  for  repairs,  and  consent  was 
given  to  the  Southern  Gas  Board  to  discharge  approximately  280,000 
gallons  of  water  into  the  Ringwood  sewer,  subject  to  payment  and 
rate  and  time  of  discharge  being  agreed. 
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RINGWOOD  : 

During  the  year  27  premises  were  connected  to  the  sewer, 
making  a  total  at  December  31st  of  1,686,  including  470  Council 
houses. 

A  length  of  new  sewer  constructed  by  a  private  developer 
to  serve  fifteen  dwellings,  off  Orchard  Close,  was  taken  over  as  a 
public  sewer. 

The  lowest  daily  flows  were  recorded  during  January  and 
February,  but  this  was  due  solely  to  the  fact  that  many  hundreds  of 
properties  were  without  a  water  supply  owing  to  the  water  supplies 
being  frozen.  Apart  from  these  two  months  the  lowest  average  daily 
flow  was  in  August,  254,297  gallons,  and  the  highest  in  November, 
338,476  gallons,  when  over  of  rainfall  was  recorded;  the  sewers 
became  surcharged  and  it  was  necessary  to  use  the  emergency  pump 
at  Bickerley  Pumping  Station  to  prevent  the  sewers  overflowing. 

It  was  resolved  th  .t  the  extension  of  the  sewered  area,  together 
with  the  construction  of  pumping  stations  and  the  construction  of 
new  sewage  disposal  works  should  be  carried  out  as  two  separate 
contracts.  In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  12  of  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1961,  the  Council  resolved  that  new  sewers  to  be 
constructed  in  streets  being  highways  maintainable  at  the  public 
expense  would  increase  the  value  of  the  premises  fronting  such 
streets;  this  enables  the  Council  to  recover  payments  from  owners 
of  undeveloped  land  fronting  such  roads  towards  the  cost  of  the 
sewers  providing  the  sewers  are  available  within  a  period  of  two 
years  of  development.  The  amount  of  contribution  which  could  be 
recovered  is  one  half  of  the  actual  cost  per  yard  of  the  sewer,  or  if 
the  sewer  exceeds  9"  in  diameter  the  estimated  cost  of  a  9"  sewer 
per  yard  for  the  frontage  of  the  land. 

A  tender  of  £246,074  was  accepted  for  the  extensions  of  the 
sewered  area  and  building  of  pumping  stations;  work  was  com¬ 
menced  in  July,  the  estimated  time  for  completion  being  18  months. 
The  Consulting  Engineers  were  not  satisfied  with  the  standard  of 
workmanship  during  the  initial  period;  a  new  Resident  Engineer  was 
appointed  and  changes  made  in  the  Contractor’s  staff.  A  tender  of 
£178,012  was  accepted  for  the  second  contract,  the  construction  of 
the  sewage  disposal  works,  the  work  to  commence  in  March  1964. 
The  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  and  the  County 
Council  will  each  make  half-yearly  payments  of  £3,066  for  a  period 
of  30  years  by  way  of  Grant  towards  the  cost  of  the  scheme  for 
extending  the  sewered  area. 


FORDINGBRIDGE  : 

During  the  year  25  premises  were  connected  to  the  sewer, 
making  a  total  at  December  31st  of  705,  including  202  Council 
houses. 

A  length  of  new  sewer  constructed  by  a  private  developer 
to  serve  24  dwellings,  off  Station  Road,  was  taken  over  as  a  public 
sewer. 
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During  the  year  36,504.000  gallons  of  sewage,  including 
re-circulation,  were  pumped  through  these  works.  The  inflow  to  the 
works  after  making  adjustment  for  flow  returned  to  the  pumps  from 
humus  and  settlement  tanks  was  estimated  to  be  32,854,000  gallons. 
The  highest  daily  flow  was  recorded  in  March,  160,000  gallons,  and 
the  lowest  in  July,  66,000  gallons. 

It  was  not  necessary  to  carry  out  works  estimated  to  cost 
£1,200  at  the  small  sewage  disposal  works  serving  24  bungalows 
at  Sandleheath,  vested  in  the  Council  in  October  1962.  As  a  result  of 
representations  the  Avon  and  Dorset  River  Board  agreed  to  relax  the 
stringent  conditions  imposed  regarding  the  effluent,  subject  to  review 
after  twelve  months. 

A  tender  of  £2,849  was  accepted  for  extending  the  public 
sewer  to  serve  an  estate  of  16  dwellings  at  Sandleheath.  The  develop¬ 
ers  agreed  to  lay  the  sewers,  and  the  Council  to  construct  a  pumping 
station  together  with  a  pumping  main  to  deliver  the  sewage  to  the 
existing  sewer  in  Jubilee  Road. 

The  Council  was  informed  by  the  Wimborne  and  Cranborne 
Rural  District  Council  that  the  sewerage  scheme  for  Alderholt, 
which  would  discharge  sewage  to  the  Fordingbridge  Sewage  Disposal 
Works,  and  which  they  had  approved  in  principle,  would  not  be 
constructed  for  the  present  time. 

BURTON  AND  WINKTON : 

During  the  year  182  premises  were  connected  to  the  sewer, 
making  a  total  at  December  31st  of  274,  including  93  Council  houses. 

Two  lengths  of  new  sewer  constructed  by  private  developers, 
one  to  serve  sixteen  dwellings  off  Whitehayes  Road  and  the  other  to 
serve  eight  dwellings  at  the  Homes  of  Rest,  were  taken  over  as 
public  sewers. 

BRANSGORE  AND  THORNEYHILL  : 

The  Consulting  Engineers  were  instructed  to  prepare  the 
detailed  scheme  for  Bransgore  and  Thorneyhill,  including  Neacroft, 
estimated  to  cost  £253.550,  for  submission  to  the  Ministry;  the 
scheme  is  programmed  for  mid  1966-mid  1968.  It  provides  for  the 
treatment  of  sewage  at  the  Christchurch  Corporation’s  works  at 
Stoney  Lane,  Winkton,  which  are  to  be  enlarged,  and  meetings  were 
held  between  officers  of  this  Council  and  the  Corporation  to  discuss 
terms.  Negotiations  were  put  in  hand  for  the  purchase  of  three 
pumping  station  sites.  It  was  agreed  that  the  Air  Ministry’s  6"  sewer 
at  Sopley  serving  the  Married  Quarters  should  be  incorporated  in 
the  scheme  and  vested  in  the  Council  on  completion,  without  pay¬ 
ment  by  either  side,  subject  to  certain  conditions. 

A  request  was  received  from  the  Liquidator  of  a  private 
development  company  that  the  Council  take  over  responsibility  for 
sewage  disposal  in  respect  of  an  estate  of  40  dwellings  at  Bransgore. 
The  existing  system  is  unsatisfactory,  and  the  matter  is  still  under 
consideration. 
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BURLEY : 

The  Consulting  Engineers  were  instructed  to  prepare  the 
detailed  scheme,  estimated  to  cost  £200,500,  for  submission  to  the 
Ministry,  programmed  for  mid  1967-1968.  The  scheme  provides  for 
the  reception  of  sewage  at  the  new  Disposal  Works  at  Ringwood, 
expected  to  be  completed  in  1965.  After  protracted  negotiations, 
planning  permission  was  obtained  for  three  pumping  station  sites. 

ST.  LEONARDS  AND  ST.  IVES  : 

The  Council  considered  a  report  of  the  Consulting  Engineers 
for  the  sewering  of  St.  Leonards  and  St.  Ives  and  agreed  to  proceed 
with  a  scheme  estimated  to  cost  £515.000,  excluding  an  apportion¬ 
ment  of  the  cost  of  the  sewage  works  at  St.  Leonards  and  Ringwood. 
Sewage  from  the  western  part  of  this  scheme  will  be  treated  at  the 
new  disposal  works  being  constructed  in  the  Parish  on  the  south¬ 
west  side  of  Moors  River  by  the  Wimborne  and  Cranborne  Rural 
District  Council,  provision  being  made  in  the  design  of  the  works  to 
allow  for  this.  Sewage  from  the  eastern  part  of  the  scheme  will  be 
pumped  to  the  new  disposal  works  being  constructed  at  Ringwood. 
Negotiations  are  proceeding  for  the  purchase  of  the  six  pumping- 
station  sites  required  for  this  scheme. 

The  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  was  com¬ 
municated  with  regarding  approval  of  the  laying  of  soil  sewers  in 
certain  roads  in  advance  of  the  main  scheme,  i.e.  Lions  Lane, 
Braeside  Road,  Woolsbridge  Road,  Laurel  Lane  and  the  western  part 
of  Sandy  Lane,  and  suggesting  that  the  Minister  receive  a  deputation 
to  discuss  this,  to  which  the  Ministry  replied  suggesting  that  the 
Council  submit  the  sewerage  scheme  in  outline  giving  details  of 
those  parts  they  wished  to  carry  out  immediately,  that  the  scheme 
would  be  investigated  locally  by  a  Ministry  Engineering  Inspector  as 
quickly  as  possible,  and  that  providing  it  was  technically  sound  and 
that  all  relevant  approvals  and  consents  had  been  obtained,  the 
Council  would  be  free  to  invite  tenders  for  carrying  out  the  urgent 
part  of  the  scheme  at  the  same  time  as  the  surface  water  drainage 
scheme,  and  that  it  was  felt  that  a  discussion  to  consider  means  of 
expediting  the  scheme  was  not  necessary  at  the  moment. 

HALE  : 

At  the  request  of  the  Parish  Council  an  approach  was  made  to 
the  Salisbury  and  Wilton  Rural  District  Council  with  the  suggestion 
that  their  scheme  for  the  sewerage  of  the  Parish  of  Redlynch  should 
serve  properties  in  the  Parish  of  Hale.  The  Salisbury  and  Wilton 
Rural  District  Council  agreed  that  the  suggestion  was  practicable 
and  instructed  their  Consulting  Engineers  to  prepare  a  report. 


SURFACE  WATER  DRAINAGE  : 

BRANSGORE  AND  THORNEYHILL  : 

No  further  progress  was  made  with  the  amended  scheme, 
estimated  to  cost  £20,000  to  be  recovered  by  the  County  Council  by 
contributions  from  intending  developers  under  Section  25  of  the 
Town  and  Country  Planning  Act,  1947.  Meetings  were  held  between 
owners  of  land  at  Bransgore  and  their  advisers,  and  ofheers  of  the 
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County  Council.  Offers  of  large  sums  towards  the  cost  of  the 
scheme  were  made  by  certain  owners  on  condition  that  the  County 
Council  allowed  the  development  for  residential  purposes  of  specific 
areas  of  land  at  certain  intervals  of  time,  but  these  offers  were  not 
entertained  by  reason  of  their  variance  with  Planning  policy  and 
the  fact  that  the  proposals  were  not  acceptable  to  all  the  owners 
concerned;  a  draft  programme  covering  a  twenty-year  period  of 
development  was  submitted  by  the  architect  acting  for  the  owners, 
which  was  unacceptable  to  the  County  Council,  who  made  alterna¬ 
tive  suggestions  which  in  turn  were  not  acceptable  to  the  owners. 
The  County  Planning  Committee  took  a  very  firm  view  that  the 
cost  of  the  major  surface  water  drainage  scheme  should  be  met 
by  the  developers  and  not  by  the  rate-payers  of  the  County,  but  had 
objected  to  the  principle  of  granting  a  Planning  permission  in 
return  for  a  capital  contribution. 

The  Council  objected  to  a  Planning  application  for  develop¬ 
ment  of  30  acres  of  land  at  Bransgore  House,  where  the  developer 
had  made  private  arrangements  with  the  River  Board  to  take  surface 
water  drainage  from  the  site,  as  they  felt  it  was  likely  to  cut  across 
the  agreed  surface  water  drainage  proposals;  the  Planning  applica¬ 
tion  was  refused  and  the  developers  lodged  an  Appeal,  which  has 
not  yet  been  determined. 

The  County  Council  were  not  prepared  to  meet  the  cost  of  a 
survey  of  the  Clockhouse  Stream  by  the  River  Board  and  this 
Council  requested  the  Avon  and  Dorset  River  Board  to  carry  out  a 
survey  in  order  to  obtain  a  firm  estimate  of  the  cost  of  improvement 
works  necessary  before  it  could  be  taken  over  as  “  main  river  ”.  The 
County  Council  agreed  that  this  Council  could  carry  out  the  surface 
water  drainage  scheme  at  their  own  expense,  subject  to  any  grants 
which  the  County  Council  would  make  as  Highway  Authority 
towards  the  cost  of  dealing  with  the  existing  problem. 

RINGWOOD  : 

It  was  agreed  that  seven  new  manholes  be  constructed  in  the 
surface  water  drain  from  Ringwood  Market  Place  to  Coxstone  Lane, 
at  an  estimated  cost  of  £500,  44%  of  which  would  be  recoverable 
from  the  County  Council  as  Highway  Authority. 

The  scheme  for  the  relief  of  flooding  in  the  Eastfield  Lane 
and  Hightown  Elm  area  was  completed  by  the  County  Council,  and 
the  District  Council  made  a  contribution  of  £1,826  3s.  9d.  The  scheme 
dealing  with  flooding  in  the  Crow  and  Sandford  area  was  also 
completed  by  the  County,  the  estimated  contribution  payable  by  this 
Council  being  £1.875. 

ST.  LEONARDS  AND  ST.  IVES  : 

The  Council  approved  a  report  from  the  Consulting 
Engineers  for  surface  water  drainage  at  an  estimated  cost  of 
£319,000,  of  which  it  was  estimated  the  County  Council  would  con¬ 
tribute  £120,000.  The  County  Council  subsequently  indicated  that 
their  Grant  would  be  very  small  as  they  had  no  power  to  make 
contributions  in  respect  of  unmade  roads.  The  Council  accordingly 
instructed  the  Consultants  to  prepare  a  revised  scheme  covering 
trunk  sewers  and  outfalls  only,  the  County  Council  dealing  with  the 
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remainder  in  conjunction  with  the  making  up  of  roads,  the  cost 
falling  upon  the  frontagers  as  part  of  the  cost  of  making  up  the 
roads. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL  : 


The  Council  undertakes  a  combined  collection  of  household 
and  unburnable  refuse  weekly  in  the  lighting  areas  of  Ringwood 
and  Fordingbridge,  and  from  the  1st  April  the  non-lighting  area  of 
Ringwood.  A  twice-monthly  collection  of  unburnable  refuse, 
including  ashes,  was  introduced  in  the  Parish  of  Christchurch  East 
on  the  1st  October;  a  similar  service  had  been  offered  to  the  St. 
Leonards  and  St.  Ives  Parish  Council  who  considered  it  was 
unnecessary  and  that  the  present  monthly  collection  should  continue. 
A  request  was  received  from  Hale  Parish  Council  for  the  provision 
of  a  twice-monthly  collection  of  refuse  but  when  informed  of  the 
additional  cost  the  Parish  Council  replied  that  although  an  improved 
refuse  collection  service  was  desirable  they  felt  they  could  not  burden 
the  Parish  with  an  additional  rate  for  this,  and  requested  the  Council 
to  spread  the  charge  for  refuse  collection  over  the  District  as  a  whole. 
The  Council’s  policy  is  that  those  Parishes  having  improved  refuse 
collections  must  pay  for  them,  as  it  would  be  inequitable  to  spread 
the  rate  charge  for  these  services  over  the  whole  District,  although 
the  law  requires  this  to  be  done  in  the  case  of  sewerage  and  sewage 
disposal. 

Receptacles  have  to  be  placed  outside  the  premises  as  near 
as  practicable  to  the  roadway  along  which  the  collection  vehicle 
proceeds.  Dustbins  are  collected  from  houses  where  the  occupants 
produce  a  certificate  of  incapacity. 

The  new  Shelvoke  and  Drewry  Pakamatic  Automatic  Refuse 
Collection  Vehicle,  with  a  35  cubic  yard  automatic  loading  capacity, 
was  brought  into  use  on  the  1st  April.  The  Council  agreed  to  the 
purchase  of  a  four-wheel-drive  Bray  BL430  Tractor  Loading  Shovel 
for  use  at  the  refuse  dump  in  place  of  the  present  Fordson  tractor, 
which  will  be  made  available  for  use  at  the  Ringwood  Sewage 
Disposal  Works,  for  delivery  in  1964. 

The  refuse  collection  vehicles  covered  a  total  mileage  of 
34,594  during  the  year,  compared  with  28,561  for  1962  and  28.517 
for  1961.

As  from  April  the  County  Council  accepted  the  entire  charge 
for  cleansing  of  trunk  and  classified  roads,  and  contributed  towards 
the  cost  of  cleansing  unclassified  roads. 


LITTER  : 

Litter  receptacles  are  provided  in  the  shopping  centres  and 
car  parks  at  Ringwood  and  Fordingbridge  and  at  some  lay-byes  and 
'bus  draw-ins.  The  County  Council  contributes  £1  per  annum  in 
respect  of  each  of  eleven  receptacles  emptied  by  the  Council  and  not 
covered  by  the  street  cleansing  claim. 

The  Council’s  oak-mounted  signs,  referring  to  the  Anti-Litter 
Campaign,  were  erected  in  the  Forest  on  three  main  traffic  routes 
entering  the  District,  from  immediately  before  the  Whitsun  holiday 
until  the  end  of  September,  by  arrangement  with  the  Forestry 
Commission. 

The  question  of  preserving  the  amenities  of  roadside  verges 
in  the  country  areas  which  are  being  spoiled  by  the  dumping  of 
prams,  bicycles,  etc.,  was  taken  up  with  the  County  Council.  Res¬ 
idents  in  this  District  are  permitted  to  deposit  their  indestructible 
refuse  on  the  Council’s  dump  by  arrangement.

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COUNCIL  DEPOT  : 

The  Council  entered  into  negotiations  to  purchase  the 
premises  known  as  58/60,  Christchurch  Road,  Ringwood.  This  will 
increase  the  Council’s  frontage  on  to  Christchurch  Road  and 
materially  assist  in  future  re-development  of  the  Depot.  The  build¬ 
ings  at  the  Depot  now  comprise  two  blocks  of  6-bay  garages 
incorporating  workshop  and  wash-down  yards,  a  block  with  fore¬ 
man’s  office,  oil  store,  messroom  and  tool  store,  a  salvage  sorting 
and  baling  shed,  small  lock-up  garage  and  two  other  stores,  and, 
fronting  on  to  the  Bickerley.  the  foreman’s  three-bedroomed  house, 
built  in  1960.  There  is  storage  space  for  1,000  gallons  of  Diesel  fuel 
and  300  gallons  of  petrol,  and  car  parking  facilities  for  the  Public 
Offices  staff.

PUBLIC  OFFICES  :

additional  three  ground  floor  and  three  first  floor  offices, 

and  alterations  to  improve  the  existing  accommodation,  including 
the  provision  of  two  waiting  rooms  for  the  public,  was  completed 
in  February.  Automatic  towel  dispensers  were  installed  in  the 
cloakrooms,  and  the  Council  agreed  that  the  first  floor  corridors 
should  be  tiled  with  Polyflor  tiles,  laid  on  hardboard  to  minimise 
damage  by  stiletto  heels. 

DITCHING  : 

The  Town  Ditch,  Ringwood,  was  cleaned  out  as  in  past  years. 

A  request  from  the  Burley  Parish  Council  that  the  ditch  at 
Old  Warnes  Lane  should  be  piped  was  not  acceded  to. 

CAR  PARKS : 

The  surfaced  area  at  Fordingbridge  now  provides  accommoda¬ 
tion  for  97  cars  and  2  coaches  belonging  to  the  Wilts,  and  Dorset 
’Bus  Company,  together  with  reserved  areas  for  motor-cycles  and 
bicycles-  It  was  agreed  to  proceed  with  a  scheme  for  an  extension, 
on  land  already  in  the  Council’s  ownership,  to  provide  accommo¬ 
dation  for  an  additional  68  cars. 

The  Ringwood  park  now  provides  accommodation  for  226 
cars.  13  lorries  or  coaches,  and  20  bicycles.  The  Council  considered  a 
report  on  the  future  extension  of  the  car  park,  but  a  decision  was 
deferred  until  the  Ministry  of  Transport’s  scheme  for  the  improve¬ 
ment  of  the  A. 31  Trunk  Road  was  finalised. 

A  scheme  to  provide  a  car  park  at  Burley,  estimated  to  cost 
£10,500,  was  not  proceeded  with. 

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES  : 

Malicious  damage  occurred  to  the  conveniences  at  Ringwood 
car  park;  the  Police,  following  a  report  by  a  local  resident,  were 
able  to  apprehend  one  of  the  culprits,  who  was  charged  and  found 
guilty  of  causing  wilful  damage  and  ordered  to  pay  £2  8s.  Od. 
towards  the  cost  of  repairs. 

A  request  from  a  manufacturer  to  instal  personal  weighing- 
machines  in  the  conveniences  was  refused.

1  he  Council  resolved  to  institute  legal  proceedings  in  respect 
of  a  contravention  of  Byelaw  2(3)  (c).  but  the  owner  subsequently 
deposited  plans  and  this  decision  was  rescinded. 
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NEW  STREET  BYELAWS  : 

Twenty-six  plans  were  received  and  twenty-eight  inspections 
made  in  connection  with  works  of  laying  out  new  streets. 

DIMENSIONAL  CO-ORDINATION  IN  BUILDINGS  : 

The  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  circularised 
Local  Authorities  with  reference  to  bulletins  of  the  Ministry  of 
Public  Buildings  and  Works  regarding  Dimensional  Co-Ordination 
for  Housing  and  Industrialised  Buildings  based  on  a  scheme  of 
preferred  dimensions  for  the  standardisation  of  components  in 
building  works.  Such  standardisation  is  a  means  to  quick,  efficient 
and  economic  building  ;  while  still  affording  a  reasonable  choice, 
standardised  components  can  be  produced  in  larger  quantities  and 
therefore  more  cheaply  ;  specialisation  in  manufacture  results  in 
higher  quality  and  being  interchangeable  they  can  be  used  in 
different  building  systems. 

NEW  STREETS : 

Three  private  estate  roads  were  satisfactorily  completed  and 
taken  over  in  accordance  with  the  Standard  Estate  Conditions  which 
require  developers  to  construct  such  roads  to  the  Highway  Author¬ 
ity’s  specification  to  enable  them  to  be  taken  over  on  completion 
as  highways  maintainable  at  the  public  expense. 

The  Council  objected  to  the  proposal  for  the  Poulner  Lane 
Diversion  of  the  A. 31  Trunk  Road  on  the  grounds  that  the  proposals 
would  have  the  effect  of  divorcing  the  northern  half  of  Ringwood 
from  the  Town  Centre  and  creating  two  separate  communities,  to 
the  detriment  of  the  character  of  the  Town;  that  considerable  in¬ 
convenience  would  be  caused  to  a  great  number  of  local  pedestrians 
and  local  motorists  and  chat  the  original  proposal  included  in  the 
Development  Plan  was  for  an  all  purpose  road  giving  access  to 
the  north  and  south  development  areas  whereas  the  present  scheme 
would  change  this  route  virtually  to  motorway  design  and  standards. 

No  progress  was  made  by  the  County  Council  regarding  the 
provision  of  a  temporary  footbridge  at  Treening  Bridge,  Ashley. 
The  bridge  was  delivered  to  the  site  in  December  1962,  but  right 
of  entry  on  to  the  land  was  not  available. 

PRIVATE  STREET  WORKS  : 

No  roads  were  made  up  during  the  year  by  the  County  Coun¬ 
cil  for  taking  over  as  highways  maintainable  at  the  public  expense. 

The  County  Council  has  deferred  action  in  respect  of  High- 
field  Road,  Highfield  Drive,  Highfield  Avenue  and  Middleton  Road 
in  Ringwood  until  the  new  sewers  are  laid  therein  ;  the  sewerage 
works  are  in  progress  and  the  roads  will  be  dealt  with  by  the 
County  Council  during  1964.  St.  George’s  Road,  Albion  Road  and 
Jubilee  Road,  Fordingbridge.  and  Hatchett  Close,  Hale,  are  also 
included  for  making  up  during  1964.  Lions  Lane,  Braeside  Road 
and  Woolsbridge  Road,  St.  Leonards,  together  with  Laurel  Lane 
and  the  western  part  of  Sandy  Lane,  will  be  dealt  with  by  the 
County  Council  as  soon  as  practicable  after  the  foul  sewers  have 
been  laid  by  this  Council. 
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TOWN  AND  COUNTRY  PLANNING  : 

Development  applications  are  received  by  my  Department, 
which  also  deals  with  the  work  of  maintaining  the  Planning  Register 
and  Planning  Index  Maps.  Enquirers  are  advised  on  Planning 
matters  generally,  and  inspections  made  on  behalf  of  the  Planning 
Authority,  to  whom  reports  are  furnished  on  known  contraventions. 

One  thousand  and  one  Planning  applications  were  received, 
and  one  thousand  and  twenty  visits  and  inspections  made. 

The  County  Planning  Committee  would  not  accept  the  Coun¬ 
cil’s  suggestion  that  the  land  between  the  former  Gas  Works  and 
No.  176,  Christchurch  Road,  Ringwood,  should  be  scheduled  for 
industrial  purposes,  but  the  Council  again  made  representations 
that  this  land  should  be  so  scheduled  when  the  next  review  of  the 
Ringwood  Town  Map  took  place. 

A  special  meeting  of  the  Public  Health  and  General  Purposes 
Committee  was  held,  attended  by  County  Planning  officials,  to  dis¬ 
cuss  a  proposed  Village  Plan  for  Fordingbridge  instead  of  a  Statu¬ 
tory  Town  Map,  and  the  quinquennial  review  of  the  Town  Map  for 
St.  Leonards  and  St.  Ives.  The  Council  agreed  that  they  would  raise 
no  objection  to  the  Village  Plan  for  Fordingbridge,  which  would 
give  the  Planning  authorities  more  flexibility  in  the  control  of 
development  ;  also  that  they  would  agree  with  the  proposed  modi¬ 
fications  to  the  Town  Map  for  St.  Leonards  and  St.  Ives,  which 
would  have  to  be  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government  for  approval. 


LOCAL  AUTHORITIES  (HISTORIC  BUILDINGS) 
ACT,  1962  : 


This  Act  provides  for  contributions  by  way  of  grants  or  loans 
by  local  authorities  towards  the  repair  and  maintenance  of  buildings 
of  historic  or  architectural  interest.  The  Minister  of  Public  Buildings 
and  Works  continues  to  be  responsible  for  grants  in  respect  of 
buildings  of  outstanding  historic  or  architectural  interest  under  the 
Historic  Buildings  and  Ancient  Monuments  Act,  1953. 

The  majority  of  buildings  listed  as  being  of  special  archi¬ 
tectural  or  historic  interest  under  the  Town  and  Country  Planning 
Act,  1947,  would  not  qualify  as  “outstanding”  within  the  meaning 
of  the  1953  Act,  but  these  lesser  buildings  form  part  of  our  national 
heritage  and  buildings  which  do  not  qualify  for  inclusion  in  the 
statutory  list  may  be  of  considerable  local  value. 

The  Council  agreed  to  co-operate  with  the  County  Council  in 
the  operation  of  this  Act. 
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DANGEROUS  BUILDINGS  : 

The  Orders  served  in  July  1961  under  Section  58  of  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1936,  on  the  owner  of  an  hotel  gutted  by  fire 
were  complied  with.  The  time  allowed  for  compliance  had  been 
extended  by  the  Magistrates’  Court  on  two  occasions. 

Two  Notices  were  served  under  Section  29  of  the  Public 
Health  Act.  1961,  in  respect  of  works  required  following  demolition 
of  premises. 

Four  visits  and  inspections  were  made. 

HOUSING  SITES  : 

The  first  stage  of  development  at  Burton  Park,  Burton,  con¬ 
sisting  of  ten  2-bedroomed  bungalows,  fourteen  2-bedroomed  houses, 
and  sixteen  3-bedroomed  houses,  together  with  20  garages,  roads, 
sewers  and  ancillary  works,  was  commenced  in  March,  and  six 
dwellings  were  completed  by  the  end  of  the  year.  A  tender  of 
£77.220  was  accepted  for  the  second  stage,  comprising  three  2-bed¬ 
roomed  houses,  twenty-seven  3-bedroomed  houses,  and  a  block  of 
six  1-bedroomed  flats  for  aged  persons,  making  a  total  of  seventy- 
six  dwellings  on  this  estate.  Twenty  of  the  3-bedroomed  dwellings 
are  to  be  made  available  for  occupation  by  personnel  of  the  Air 
Traffic  Control  Experimental  Unit  at  Hurn,  at  the  request  of  the 
Ministry  of  Civil  Aviation.  It  was  agreed  that  a  communal  T.V. 
aerial  should  be  installed  here. 

The  ten  1-bedroomed  flats  for  aged  persons  at  Green  Lane, 
Fordingbridge,  were  completed  in  February  ;  a  warden  and  deputy 
warden  were  appointed.  Grants  will  be  obtained  from  the  County 
Council  up  to  a  maximum  of  £35  per  annum  per  unit.  This  Grant 
is  also  payable  in  respect  of  the  development  at  Quomp,  Ringwood, 
consisting  of  sixteen  1-bedroomed  flats,  with  warden’s  accommo¬ 
dation.  3-bedroomed  house,  and  communal  kitchen  and  dining  room, 
which  was  commenced  in  April.  The  erection  of  four  3-bedroomed 
houses  at  Townsend,  Martin,  two  2-bedroomed  and  two  3-bedroomed 
houses  at  Moortown,  Ringwood,  and  two  of  the  six  dwellings  at 
Whitsbury  was  completed. 

Layouts  were  approved,  planning  consent  obtained  and  tenders 
accepted  for  the  construction  of  eight  2-bedroomed  houses  and  six 
3-bedroomed  houses  at  Lower  Bartons,  Fordingbridge,  for  £35,000  ; 
a  block  of  four  aged  persons’  flats  at  Chapel  Haye,  Burley,  for 
£6,613  ;  twenty-eight  3-bedroomed  houses  at  Poplar  Way,  Ringwood. 
for  £63,075,  and  two  3-bedroomed  houses  and  fifteen  garages  on 
land  adjoining  Winston  Way,  Ringwood,  for  £7,117. 

Surveys  were  made  of  sites  in  various  parts  of  the  district 
and  layouts  prepared.  Applications  were  made  for  outline  planning 
consent  for  development  of  land  at  Warnes  Lane.  Burley,  and 
Martin’s  Hill  Lane,  Burton,  which  were  refused.  After  consultations 
with  the  Planning  Authority  the  Housing  Committee  decided  not 
to  proceed  with  sites  at  Burley  Street  and  Christchurch  Road  and 
Market  Place,  Ringwood,  but  to  negotiate  for  the  purchase  of  sites 
at  Honey  Lane,  Burley,  Thorneyhill,  and  St.  Ives,  and  two  sites  at 
Hinton  and  Bransgore  for  the  erection  of  aged  persons’  accommo¬ 
dation. 
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Further  consultations  were  held  with  the  Planning  Authority 
regarding  the  layout  of  Spittlefields,  Ringwood  ;  a  final  decision  was 
not  reached  as  the  line  of  the  new  Trunk  Road,  which  will  affect 
this  estate,  is  not  yet  known-  The  Committee  did  not  approve  a 
proposal  to  erect  a  block  of  multi-storey  flats  on  this  site.  It  was 
agreed  that  up  to  twelve  dwellings  with  integral  garages  should  be 
erected  on  this  site,  for  sale  to  selected  Council  house  tenants  or 
applicants  on  the  Housing  Waiting  List;  also  that  the  nine  pre¬ 
fabricated  dwellings  at  Manor  Road  and  four  at  Eastfield  Lane, 

Ringwood,  should  be  demolished  and  the  sites  used  for  the  erection 
of  twelve  dwellings  with  integral  garages,  also  for  sale  to  selected 
tenants,  the  present  occupiers  being  re-housed  at  Spittlefields. 

Negotiations  for  the  purchase  of  a  site  at  Woodgreen,  with  a  pair 
of  unfit  cottages,  were  completed,  outline  planning  permission  for 
development  obtained,  and  detailed  layouts  for  the  erection  of  six 
3-bedroomed  houses  and  eleven  garages  approved  by  the  Housing 
Committee.  Negotiations  were  opened  to  purchase  land  to  the  north 
of  the  existing  estate  at  Penny’s  Lane,  Fordingbridge,  to  extend 
development,  and  it  was  agreed  that  the  site  at  Alexandra  Road, 
Fordingbridge,  should  be  developed  in  the  near  future.  No.  6,  Wood- 
stock  Lane,  Ringwood,  a  3-bedroomed  semi-detached  pre-war  house, 
was  purchased  for  £2.775. 


PROBLEM  FAMILIES  : 


A  deputation  was  received  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and 
Local  Government,  when  the  problem  of  unsatisfactory  gypsy  fam¬ 
ilies  in  Council  dwellings  was  discussed,  and  the  Ministry  indicated 
that  they  would  favourably  consider  the  erection  of  up  to  six  houses 
on  isolated  sites,  preferably  not  more  than  one  pair  on  a  site,  with 
interior  detail  and  finish  below  normal  housing  standards,  though 
equipped  with  adequate  washing  and  sanitary  facilities  including^  a 
bath,  flush  closet  and  hot  water  system.  Consultations  were  held 
with  the  Planning  Authority  with  a  view  to  finding  suitable  sites  in 
the  Thorneyhill  area,  but  without  success.  Further  complaints  were 
received  from  private  residents  regarding  the  behaviour  of  some 
gypsy  families  at  Brick  Lane  and  Whitelands,  Thorneyhill,  and  the 
County  Council  agreed  that  the  two  most  unsatisfactory  families, 
one  from  Brick  Lane  and  one  from  Whitelands,  should  be  rehabil¬ 
itated  through  their  proposed  Centre. 


HOUSING  OF  AGED  PERSONS  : 

The  Council  informed  the  County  Council  that  they  thought 
it  desirable  for  consideration  to  be  given  to  the  acquisition  of  The 
Elms,  Ringwood,  which  might  well  provide  accommodation  under 
Part  III  of  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948.

Eight  enquiries  were  received  from  tenants  respecting  the 
purchase  of  houses  occupied  by  them;  in  one  case  the  Council  did 
not  agree  to  sell  owing  to  drainage  complications,  in  two  cases  sales 
were  concluded  and  in  the  other  five  negotiations  are  still  in 
progress. 

One  hundred  and  twenty-two  dwellings  and  25  garages  were 
re-painted,  at  a  total  cost  of  £5,129  4s.  Od. 

Tenders  were  accepted  for  the  erection  of  twenty-seven 
garages  at  Meyrick  Close  and  Westbury  Close,  Bransgore,  Footners 
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Lane,  Burton,  and  Fairlie  Park,  Wessex  Estate  and  Moortown,  Ring- 
wood.  There  is  now  a  total  of  198  garages  on  Council  estates.  A  small 
piece  of  ground  in  Cloughs  Road,  Ringwood,  was  sold  to  the  County 
Council  to  enable  them  to  build  garages  for  their  Ambulance  drivers, 
and  permission  was  given  to  the  County  Council  and  eight  other 
tenants  to  build  garages  within  the  curtilages  of  the  dwellings  they 
occupied.  It  was  agreed  that  as  from  the  1st  April  all  garage  rents 
would  be  raised  to  7s.  6d.  per  week. 

A  tender  was  accepted  for  the  erection  of  6  garden  sheds;  it 
was  agreed  that  rents  of  all  newly  erected  sheds  would  be  fixed  at 
2s.  6d.  per  week. 

Twenty-six  Alico  ranges  were  replaced  at  Moors  Close,  Hurn, 
at  a  cost  of  £1,170,  one  at  Martin,  and  two  Unity  ranges  at  Whits- 
bury  and  Burley. 

Damage  occurred  in  some  250  dwellings  as  a  result  of  the 
severe  winter;  the  question  of  insuring  against  future  damage  was 
considered,  but  owing  to  the  high  premium  was  not  proceeded  with. 
Dwellings  which  suffered  least  from  frost  damage  were  the  325 
properties  where  roof  spaces  had  been  insulated  and  water  pipes 
lagged;  it  was  agreed  that  roof  spaces  should  be  insulated  and  water 
pipes  lagged  in  all  the  remaining  dwellings,  such  work  to  be  phased 
over  four  years,  and  a  tender  of  £845  17s.  6d.  was  accepted  for 
this  work  in  101  dwellings. 

Tenders  of  £513  and  £978  were  accepted  for  re-decorating 
works  to  25  dwellings  and  38  dwellings  respectively  occupied  by 
aged  or  infirm  tenants. 

A  survey  of  electrical  installations  was  carried  out  in  all 
Council  dwellings,  which  revealed  that  some  745  dwellings  were 
below  the  minimum  standard  of  one  13  amp.  point  in  each  room  and 
a  cooker  control  panel  in  the  kitchen,  and  it  was  agreed  that  com¬ 
mencing  in  the  year  1961/65  100  dwellings  per  year  be  brought  up 
to  the  required  standard,  in  addition  to  the  present  practice  of 
checking  and  improving  such  installations  upon  changes  of 
tenancy,  etc. 

It  was  agreed  that  a  list  of  bona  fide  contractors  should  be 
compiled,  who  would  be  asked  to  tender  for  contracts  not  exceeding 
£200. 

The  existing  arrangements  for  supplying  distemper  and  Ceil- 
ingite  for  tenants  to  carry  out  their  own  decorations  were  continued. 

The  scheme  for  the  provision  of  immersion  heaters  for  a 
permanent  rent  increase  of  6d.  per  week  continued  to  prove 

popular,  and  up  to  the  end  of  the  year  a  total  of  530  had  been 
provided. 

Minor  road  repairs  were  carried  out  at  Warnes  Lane,  Burley, 
Woolsbridge  Road.  St.  Leonards,  and  Fairlie  Park,  Ringwood,  and 
it  was  agreed  that  works  should  also  be  carried  out  to  Townsend 
Lane,  Martin,  and  roads  at  Whitsbury,  Rockbourne  and  Gorley.  It 
was  decided  that  no  action  be  taken  to  repair  the  access  road  at  Old 
Warnes  Lane,  Burley. 
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It  was  agreed  that  tenders  be  invited  for  the  installation  of 
wash-hand  basins  in  eight  pre-war  houses  at  Hightown  Elm,  Ring- 
wood,  which  would  be  the  subject  of  Standard  Grants. 

Eighty-seven  Council  dwellings  at  Burton  were  connected  to 
the  Burton  and  Winkton  sewer.
